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Upgrade 
for 911 
equipment 
approved

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners approved the 
purchase of new equipment that 
is used to record 911 calls earli- 
er this month. 

The need to replace the equip- 
ment was prompted by various 
problems, including some calls 
that were not being recorded. 

“It’s just wearing out because 
it’s one of those things that is 
running constantly,” said Larry 
Akers, the county’s 911 dispatch 
and emergency management 
director, 

It was deemed that the dis- 
patch center would be better 
served by purchasing a new 
recording system due to techna- 
logical advances, since it is t60 
cost prohibitive to repair the cur- 
rent equipment, which is over 
six year old. 

“We probably could limp by 
for another year, but we don’t

Resources (DNR) wants more 
evidence. 

Cougars have been reported 
and documented by more than 
20,000 residents, plus 100 
DNR employees, in the state 
over the past 20 years, the con- 
servancy said. However, the 
DNR doesn’t recognize them as 
living in Michigan. 

“Tt hasn’t been in the DNR’s 
interest that there’s cougars,” 
said Dennis Fijalkowski, exec- 
utive director of the conservan- 
cy. “Since 1985, we’ve known 
about cougars.” 

He estimated that more than 
100 cougars live in the state. 

Fijalkowskt said that there 
may be a financial reason the 
DNR won't acknowledge their 
existence. Because the cougar 
is a federally endangered ani- 
mal, the the DNR would be 
required to help protect them. 

“It’s a monopoly. Since 1921, 
they’ve had sole ownership of 
the wildlife population in 
Michigan,” Fijalkowski said of 
DNR. “When someone talks 
about wildlife, they think of the 
DNR. 

“Everyone turns to them for 
the authority. It builds enor- 
mous power in bureaucracy.” 

The cougar population hasn’t

20th century in remote, private- 
ly owned areas in the Upper 
Peninsula and the northeastern 
quadrant of the Lower 
Peninsula,” Fijalkowski said, 


“Both areas were kept forested’ 


for deer and wildlife, and 
cougars survived long enough 
to follow their prey south in the 
late 1950s,” Fijalkowski said. 
He said he is concerned that the 
cougars will meet with those 
expanding out of the 
Appalachians, moving west 
through Ohio, West Virginia 
and Kentucky and making their 
way up the Western Wildlife 
Corridor toward Michigan. 

“If that is so, the cougars 
from the Appalachians have 
different genetic stock and can 
add new genetic material to the 
Michigan population,” 
Fijalkowski said. “We could 
see reproduction in just two to 
three years throughout southern 
Michigan and northern Ohio. If 
that’s the case, we’d better do 
something.” 

If the cougar population 
grows larger than 300 in the 
state, there could be serious 
problems with cougars threat- 
ening people and their pets, 
because of population density 
in southern Michigan, he said. 

Battle Creek and Bay City 
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have declared public safety 
alerts because police have seen 
the animals in town,...and

Raymond Rustem, supervi- 
sor of the Natural Heritage Unit 
of the DNR, insists that those 
killings were investigated and 
could not be confirmed as 


_ cougar attacks. 


Rustem attributes many of 
the cougar reports to large dogs 
or jaguarundi, exotic cats that 
resemble smaller cougars. 
Jaguarundi, allowed as licensed 
pets in Michigan, live primarily 
in South America and don’t live 
in the wild much north of 
southern Texas, 

it’s been illegal to keep 
cougars as pets since 1989, and 
only one is currently licensed in 
Michigan. Cougars have a 16- 
to 17-year life span in captivi- 
ty. Rustem said the DNR con- 
fiscated a pair of illegally held 
cougars in southeastern 
Michigan as part of an exotic 
pet trade. 

DNR suggest that cougars 
also may have iraveled more 
than 1,000 miles from South 
Dakota to Berrien County in 
southwestern Michigan. . 

Fijalkowski responds that 
neither of the scenarios are 
viable, and that it would take 
200 years for cougars to expand 
from the southwestern corner 
of South Dakota to Berrien 
County because female cougars 
travel no more than five to six 
miles away from other adult 
females. The 1,048-mile jour- 
ney would have to have been 
made by males only, who have 
been known to travel 500 to 
600 miles in their lifetime, but 
then were unable to reproduce. 
The South Dakota group was 
not discovered until 1990, 

Douglas Edwards, the 
Houghton County prosecutor, 
encountered a cougar a few 
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years ago near Lake Linden, 


about 10 miles north of 
Michigan | ounce 
University. 


iE Was on the way to Oe at 

about 8:30 in the morning and 
it crossed the road in front of 
me, There was a warning on the 
radio that a cougar was sighted 
in Hancock by two ladies who 
were jogging. 

“J laughed, and a quarter- 
mile from my house I saw it 
and said, ‘What is that?’ 

“I slowed down, looking in 
the woods, and it was sitting on 
his hind legs 20 to 30 feet away. 
I called a buddy who was a 
trapper and he said it was a 


cougar. It had a black tip on its 


tatl, about a 90 to 100- 
pounder.” 

Fijalkowski also said that a 
cougar followed a volunteer 
along a hiking trail at Sleeping 
Bear Dunes in Leelanau 
County for 20 minutes in 
September 2003. The park has 
posted warnings and conducted 
studies of potential cougar 
interaction. 

DNR’s Rustem said that 
there have been hair and scat 
analysis determined to be from 
cougars, but those tests did not 
test where they came from, sug- 
gesting that some cougars may 
simply be “passing through.” 
However, DNR surveys wolf 
and bear tracks, and said that 
many people use dogs to hunt 
other animals, but have not 
encountered cougars, 

“We should be able to detect 
them in one of those ways,” 
Rustem said. “We haven’t had 
any road kills. North Dakota 
and Florida have killed cougars 
in road kills, They have much 
lower densities of roads than 
Michigan. 

“We're looking for physical 
evidence. We haven't gotten 
any really good photographs or 
videos,” he said,

Wash hands often to 
combat colds and flu 


Simply singing the “ABC 
Song” while washing your hands 
this winter may help protect you 
through cold and flu season, 
according to the Michigan State 
Medical Society. 

While no cures exist for the 
viral infections yet, some simple 
precautions may help keep cold 
and flu germs away. 

“It's important to remember 
that colds and flu germs are viral 
infections and antibiotics will not 
affect them,” said MSMS 
(Michigan State Medical Society) 
president Paul O. Farr, MD, a 
Grand Raids gastroenterologist. 
“So asking your doctor for a pre- 
scription will not help.” 

Hand washing is very impor- 
tant to surviving the cold and flu 
season, Doctor Farr said. The 
type of soap is not as important as 
the technique. Rubbing hands 
together for at least 20 seconds 
before rinsing with warm water is 

uthe. key. to, getting germs off your 
skin. Analternative to the “ABC 

Song” is wsinging ©. ‘Happy 
Birthday” twice. 

Surprisingly, transmitting cold 
and flu germs through saliva is 
not common. It still may not be 
a good idea to share a glass with 
someone else, but you are more 
likely to get these viral infections 
through airborne particles from 
others’ coughing and sneezing 
than by saliva. Touch your nose 
or eyes only with clean hands. 
Take extra precaution when put- 
ting in or removing contact lenses 
or applying eye makeup. 

Unfortunately, there are no 
immunizations for the more than 
200 identified strains of viruses 
that cause the common cold. To 
avoid the flu, however, flu shots 
are available to everyone as a pre- 


ventative measure. Flu shots are 
recommended especially for 
young children, older adults and 
those with weak immune sys- 
tems. 

Here are several quick tips to 
help prevent cold and flu viruses 
from affecting you this season: 

Wash hands frequently, before 
and after eating, after using the 
restroom or after touching money, 
handrails, elevator buttons, door- 
knobs, push plates, and drinking 
fountains. 

Do not touch your face unless 
you have clean hands; germs can 
live up to three hours on the skin. 

Use an alcohol-based hand san- 
itizer when you cannot wash your 
hands properly. 

Disinfect surfaces and toys 
touched often throughout the day, 
including shared telephones. 

Use a humidifier in your home; 


dry nasal passages allow the 
germs to stay in the nose and mul- 
tiply. 


* When sick; drink plenty: of -flu- 
ids and gét.as much rest as possi- 
ble to help you get back on your 


feet. Avoid spreading viruses by 


staying away from crowds when 
you are ill, 

Take a sick day if you are sick 
to avoid spreading a cold or flu to 
others in your workplace.

Tips to avoid carbon 
monoxide poisoning 


You can’t see, smell or taste 
carbon monoxide, but at high lev- 
els, carbon monoxide can be 
deadly. ; 

Carbon monoxide (CO) is pro- 
duced during the burning of fuels 
such as natural gas, oil, kerosene, 
wood or charcoal. If fuel-burn- 
ing appliances such as furnaces 
or gas stoves are maintained and 
used properly, the amount of CO 
produced is not dangerous. 

However, if appliances are not 
working properly or are used 
incorrectly, dangerous levels of 
CO can result, starving the body 
of the oxygen necessary (o sur- 
vive, | MichCon reminds cus- 
tomers there are things you can 
do to reduce the threat of carbon 
monoxide. 

Install a carbon monoxide 
detector in your home, preferably 
near you sleeping quarters. 
Additional detectors are recom- 
mended on multiple levels and 
near potential carbon monoxide- 
producing appliances such as fur- 
naces ‘and water heaters. 

Check gas furnaces and other 
fuel-burning appliances to ensure 
they are properly installed, vented 
and maintained, as well as that 
they are operating properly. 

Have a professional mainte- 
nance check of your furnace and 
other fuel burning appliances 
annually. 


Make sure flues and chimneys 
are connected, in good condition 
and clear of debris. 

Never sleep in a room with 
unvented gas or kerosene space 
heater. 

Never use a gas range to heat 
your home. 

Never operate a vehicle, lawn 
mower or grill in a closed garage. 

Be aware of the symptoms of 
exposure to carbon monoxide and 
do not ignore them, particularly 
if they are being experienced by 
more than one person in the 
household. 

The symptoms of carbon 
monoxide poisoning are similar 
to those of the common cold or 
flu. They include headaches, 
nausea, vomiting, dizziness, 
shortness of breath and fatigue. 

Aside from the physical symp- 
toms, there are other warning 
signs that CO may be present. If 
the flame on a natural gas appli- 
ance is yellow and creating soot, 
it’s a sign that the fuel isn’t burn- 
ing completely. If you suspect a 
carbon monoxide problem, 
immediately open doors and win- 
dows, get out of the house into 
fresh air. If necessary, seek med- 
ical attention.

on presidential 
search, job profile 


Christmas and New Year’s are 
always a busy time of year for 
people. Yet, officials at Kirtland 
Community College (KCC) are 
hoping area residents might be 
able to find a few moments this 
holiday season to review and 
comment on a proposed job pro- 
file, as the college continues its 
search to find a successor to 
President Dr. Charles Rorie. 

Rorie, who has served as the 
top administrator at Kirtland 
since 2000, this fall announced 
his intentions to retire as of June 
30, 2007. In October, the col- 
lege’s board of trustees hired 
search consultant David Ponitz, 
president emeritus of Sinclair 
Community College of Ohio, to 
help find Kirtland’s sixth presi- 
dent since its inception in 1966. 

And KCC officials are now 
poised to take the next step in 
the process, that of adopting and 
publishing a “presidential candi- 
date profile,’ which will be used 
to advertise the position and to 
evaluate potential applicants. 

The move comes after 
Kirtland board members unani- 
mously approved, 5-0, with two 
members absent, the first read- 
ing of the proposed candidate 
profile at their regular monthly 
meeting Thursday, Dec. 14, at 
the Kirtland House on the col- 
lege’s | main campus near 
Roscommon. In a_ separate 
motion, they also voted to 
schedule a special meeting at 7 
p.m. on Thursday, Jan. 4, to for- 
maliy adopt the candidate pro- 
file. 

“The intent tonight is to see if 
we can go ahead and post it,” 
said Trustee Denis Weiss, one of 
two board members on the advi- 
sory committee established to 
assist with the presidential 
search, at the Dec. 14 meeting. 
“Tg it’satisfactdiy enough Where 
we can go out for comment?” 

Dale Shantz, director of 
human services at KCC and the 
board’s liaison to Ponitz, said 
the Jan. 4 special meeting is 
needed to get the board’s final 
approval and meet the advertis- 
ing deadline for the next edition 
of “The Chronicle of Higher 
Education,” thus formally start- 
ing the application phase of the 
presidential search. Otherwise, 
the board would have to wait 
until its next regular meeting 
Jan. 18. 

“We'd like to get people’s 
reaction,’ Shantz said. “Then, 
the board should meet again as 
soon as it can after the first of 
the year to OK this. 

“Any comments should be 
forwarded (to the committee) by 
noon on Jan. 4, so the board can 
review them,” he added, 

Persons interested in reading 
the complete presidential candi- 
date profile may do so online at 
http://kirtland.edu/forum, — as 
well as post any comments they 
have on the document. 

Trustee Roberta Werle voiced 
her concern about seeking pub- 
lic comment on such an impor- 
tant issue at such a busy time of 
year ~ and on such short notice. 

“This is the first time I’ve 
seen this,” Werle said. “I frankly 
feel I’ve been hit by a freight 
train when I hear the date of Jan. 
4.” . 

“We're in the personally 
busiest time of the year,” she 
added. “I don’t think it’s fair to 
the process, or fair to the board. 
I don’t think it’s fair to anyone.” 

But, according to Shantz and 
other members of the advisory 
committee, the board needs to 
keep the process moving for- 
ward in a timely fashion to meet 
various deadlines, such as 
advertising the president’s posi- 
tion in The Chronicle, which 
loom ahead. Shantz added the 
committee thoroughly reviewed 
the profile several times, includ- 
ing at a gathering just prior to 
the Dec. 14 meeting to complete 
what should be the document’s 
final version. 

“It’s the third draft)’ Shantz 


told board members. “The com- 
mittee came to a full consensus. 

“The people the board select- 
ed (to serve on the advisory 
committee) ... [ think we've 
done most of the work for you,” 


he said. “They’ve done an excel- 


lent job.” 

Trustee Richard Silverman, 
also a member of the advisory 
committee, said the deadline for 
public comment prior to the 
upcoming special meeting 
should give those interested in 
doing so plenty of time to make 
their voices heard. 

“T think the (Jan.) 4th is rea- 
sonable,” Silverman said. 
“We’re not asking for word- 
smithing. We’re wondering if 
we've left anything out.” 

Silverman stressed that post- 
ing the proposed candidate pro- 
file and seeking public input is 
important in making the people 
aware that the presidential 
search remains an ongoing 
process and to allow local resi- 
dents to have an active role in 
helping to find Rorie’s succes- 
SOT. 

“We may get some interesting 
observations,” he added. “Then, 
at the special board meeting in 
January, the board will act.” 

Rorie was appointed president 
of KCC in February 2000 and 
has had a long and distinguished 
career as a college teacher and 
administrator. Before coming to 
Kirtland, Rorie served from 
1995-99 as provost of the Valle 
Verde Campus of El Paso 
Community College, in El Paso, 
Texas, and from 1993-95 as 
executive dean of the Rio 
Grande Campus of the same 
institution. 

The 70-year-old Rorie, a

Texas, said he plans to retire and

Doctrine of 
Imputation 


Romans 4:22 reminds us of the 
importance of imputation in eter- 
na) salvation. “And therefore it 
was imputed to him for righteous- 
ness.” The word “therefore” 
refers us back to the preceding 
context of Romans 4 in which 
Abraham is declared to be justi- 
fied or made righteous by faith 
apart from works, religious rites, 
or law. Imputed means to reckon, 
esteem, purpose, account, be 
counted, devise, think, ete. 
[mputation is illustrated by the 
book of Philemon verse 18. “If he 
hath wronged thee, or oweth thee 
ought, put that on mine account.” 
Paul is telling Philemon that he is 
assuming any debt Onesinius the 
slave may have owed his master 
Phiiemon. 

There are three important 
aspects of the Bible doctrine of 
imputation. First is the imputation 
of Adam’s sin to every human 
being. Because Adam’s sin is 
imputed to all-of us we face death 
as stated in Romans 5:14: 
“t4Nevertheless death reigned 
from Adam to Moses, even over 
them that had not sinned after the 
similitude of Adam’s transgres- 
sion, who is the figure of him that 
was to come.” “For as in Adam all 


die...” (1 Corinthians 15:22). 
Because Adam’s offence has been 
imputed to all of us, we are under 
God's judgment unto condemna- 
tion. “{8Therefore as by the 
offence of one judgment came 
upon all men to condemna- 
tion...” (Romans 5:18). Because 
Adam’s disobedience has been 
imputed to all of us we are sinners 
according to Romans 5:19: 
“19For as by one man’s disobedi- 
ence many were made sinners...” 
As Romans 3:23 tells us: “For 
all have sinned, and come short of 
the glory of God.” All of us are 
sinners by birth and by choice 
because of the sin nature and total 
depravity imputed to us by Adam 
the father of us all. 

Second is the imputation of our 
sins upon our Lord Jesus Christ. 
This was prophesied in Isaiah 
53:4-6: “4Surely he hath borne 
our griefs, and carried our sor- 
rows: yet we did esteem him 
stricken, smitten of God, and 
afflicted. SBut he was wounded 
for our transgressions, he was 
bruised for our iniquities: the 
chastisement of our peace was 
upon him; and with his stripes we 
are healed. 6All we like sheep 
have gone astray; we have turned 
every one to his own way; and the 
LORD hath laid on him the tmig- 
uity of us all?’ This prophecy

was fulfilled by Jesus Christ: 
“24Who his own self bare our 
sins in his own body on the tree, 
that we, being dead to. sins, 
should live unto righteousness: by 
whose stripes ye were healed.” 
(t Peter 2:24). “21For he hath 
made him to be sin for us, who 
knew no sin; that we might be 
made the righteousness of God in 
hin.” (2 Corinthians 5:21). God 
imputed our sins to Jesus Christ 
as our redeemer who died in our 
place as our substitute on the 
cross of Calvary. 

Third is the imputation of the 
righteousness of Jesus Christ to 
us as believers. As Genesis 15:6 
says of Abraham, “6And_ he 
believed in the LORD; and he 
counted it to him for righteous- 
ness.”

Abraham believed God, and 
it was counted unto him for right- 
eousness.” (Romans 4:3). Jesus 
Christ is “The Lord our 
Righteousness” as prophesied in 
Jeremiah 23:6 and 16, This is why 
Jesus Christ came to earth to take 
a human body and die for our sins 
and give us His righteousness.

Michigan’s commercial fish- 
ing industry began sinking in 
the Great Lakes before the 
Edmund Fitzgerald went down 
in Lake Supertor’s Whitefish 
Bay, 31 years ago. 

Now the industry has one 
clear goal — survival, Invasive 
species and viral hemorrhagic 
septicemia (VHS) have com- 
mercial operators worried there 
will be no whitefish to catch. 
Imports from Canada are also a 
concern, 

“The Canadian fishermen are 
able to catch and process white- 
fish much cheaper than we can 
because of the amount of inland 
lakes and government subst- 
dies,” said John Gauthier, owner 
of Gauthier-Spaulding Fish Co. 
in Rogers City and a director of 
the Michigan Fish Producers 
Association. “I still get the 
same price for a pound of 
whitefish, as my father did in 
the 1950s.” | 

Ron Thill, owner of 
Marquette-based Thill 
Fisheries, said, “Canadians do 
dump fish in Michigan. It does- 
n’t affect me as much as it does 
the bigger fishertes.” 

The crown corporations, 
which are subsidized by the 
Canadian government, include 
Northern Native Fishing Corp., 
which helps create and sustain 
new fisheries in northern 
Canada, and Freshwater Fish 
Marketing Corp., which pro- 
motes Canadian fish in interna- 
tional markets. 

Other subsidy 
include pensions and health 
care for Canadian workers, and 
creating a new commercial fish- 
ing industry on Cape Breton 
' Island near Nova Scotia. 

In the United States, the Sea 
Grant program helps coastal 
communities, including those 
on the Great Lakes. The federal- 
ly funded operations study rip 
currents on the Great Lakes,

designate shipwreck zones and 
promote Michigan’s commer- 
cial fishing industry. 

Among the invasive species 
of concern is the zebra mussel 
that eats the same small organ- 
isms that whiteftsh eat. 

Ron Kinnunen, director of the 
Michigan State University 
Extension program in 
Marquette, said the decline in 
whitefish size might be attrib- 
uted to the decline in the food 
supply available to whitefish. 

Another problem is VHS - 
which causes internal bleeding 
in fish’s tissue — entering into 
the Great Lakes. On Oct. 24, the 
Animal and Plant Health 
Inspection Service, a division of 
the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture, temporarily 
banned 37 fish species from 
entering the Great Lakes. 

The decline in the state’s fish- 
ing industry appears to have 
begun.about 50 years ago. 

In 1968, the Department of 
Natural Resources decided to 
promote sport and recreational 
fishing on the Great Lakes and 
limit commercial fishing by cre- 
ating quotas on pounds of fish 
taken from the Great Lakes, 
said DNR fisheries biologist 
Tom Goniea. 

The number of commercial 
fishing operations peaked 
around 1,500 in the 1960s and 
sank to 60 in 2006, Only about 
30 of them are active and have 
at least one boat registered with 
the DNR. 

Gauthicr said, “During the 
‘60s we had a lot of construc- 
tion workers that were weekend 
fisherman. But after the quotas, 
a lot of fishermen left because it 
wasn’t profitable.” 

A botulism scare in the late 
1960s also called into question 
the safety measures used by the 
fishing industry. Botulism 
spores are found naturally in all 
fish, but the likelihood of spores 
increases if the fish aren’t 
refrigerated soon enough, 


= 


Kinnunen said, the scare started 
when a buyer left smoked fish 
in his car, unrefrigerated, and 
botulism spores grew in the fish 
and made the consumer ill. 

Bans were imposed on com- 
mercial fishing for lake trout, 
salmon and other Michigan 
sport species during the 1970s. 

During the 1980s, the market 
for carp was eliminated due to 
contaminants in the fish. A 2000 
court order, which designated 
tribal and state waters, lowered 
fish quotas and limited or 
banned gill nets, 

The DNR regulates the com- 
mercial fishing industry, and it 
has no plans for programs to 
help the commercial fisherman. 

“There are no funds for the 
industry,” said Goniea. 

However, to help the industry 
Sea Grant has operations in 
Tawas, Traverse City, Grand 
Haven and other shoreline 
cities. 

One Marquette Sea Grant 
program promotes whitefish on 
taste and quality, and is helping 
create a brand name and Web 
site for Michigan commercial 
fisheries. 

That quality assurance pro- 
gram will create guidelines that 
include processing fish within 
24 hours of catch, vacuum- 
freezing fish with plastic 
sleeves and getting fillets to 
market within 24 hours. The 
goal is to promote quality and 
freshness of Great Lakes fish 
over ones imported, 

“I can guarantee that my 
whitefish makes it to my market 
in about a day,” satd Thill. 

The brand name will be intro- 
duced in 2007, and the goal is to 
have customers recognize the 
name and logo as Michigan 
whitefish. 

Kinnunen is also teaching 
operators to handle fish in ways 
that meet food safety laws. 

Currently, Great Lakes’ com- 
mercial fishing boats can net 
only whitefish and chubs, 


ch meets monthly to learn more about garden- 


except in Saginaw Bay, where 
fishing for perch, catfish, carp, 
sheepshead and quillback are 
permitted. 

“The minimum size for perch 
is 8 1/2 inches,” said Goniea. 
“There are no limits for carp 
and sheepshead fishing.” 

The last program the DNR 
conducted with Michigan’s 
commercial industry was 2001. 
The three-year study measured 
the most successful depths to 
catch whitefish. 

Gauthier said, “The program 
helped me a lot. I know at what 
depths to set my nets in the 
spring, summer and fall. The 
whitefish moves with the water 
temperature.” 

The S.S. Edmund Fitzgerald, 
a freighter carrying iron ore, 
went down in a Nov. 10, 1975 
storm, {7 miles from Whitefish 
Point, All 29 crew members 
died.

KCC board considers affiliation with sonography program 


New doors and new opportu- 
nities could open for Kirtland 
Community College and its stu- 
dents, if the college’s board of 
trustees approves a collabora- 
tive effort to host a new, special- 
ized medical ultrasound pro- 
gram at its Michigan Technical 
Education Center (M-TEC) in 
Gaylord. .

Besides loose dirt and tire 
tracks, not much stands out about 
the hill next to the Old State 
House Trail in losco County, 

But to Dick Ranney, the hiii 
symbolizes an issue that's hurting 
the state's forests: illegal off-road 
vehicle use. 
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Illegal ORV uses es damaging state forest trails 


Ranney, who seryes as chair of 
the Michigan Off-Road Vehicles 
Trail Advisory Board, has been 
riding the trail for 30 years. 
Through that time, he's seen ATV 
users leave the designated trail 
and gun their machines up the 
hill, leaving it littered with piles 
of loose dirt and grass. 

“t's cut down now by about a 
foot," he said. "You can see fresh 
tracks around the hill.” 

Like the hill on the Old State 
House Trail, other spots in forests 
across the state are being dam- 
aged by illegal off-road vehicle 
use. 

In 2005, a State Forestry 

Initiative audit emphasized the 
harmful effects of illegal off-road 
vehicle use. 
The audit said that illegal off- 
toad use is particularly damaging 
when operators ride along erod- 
ing river banks. 

In response to the audit, Jim 
Radabaugh said the Department 
of Natural Resources (DNR) 
implemented a database that 
tracks where off-road violations 
have occurred and updated the 
state's off-road vehicle hand- 


book. 

It's currently developing a 
strategy to use the Internet and 
advertisements to educate off- 
road vehicle users about the dam- 
age caused by illegal use, 
Radabaugh said. 

“It gets into a marketing area 
we've never been before,” he 
said. 

DNR lacks the money to mon- 
itor and maintain all its trails, 
said Anne Woiwode, state direc- 
tor of the Sierra Club. 

There are 3,100 miles of off- 
road vehicle trails in Michigan, 
73 percent within state forests. 

Because the trails aren’t consis- 
tently monitored, Woiwode said, 
users ofteh leave the designated 
trails, killing vegetation and cre- 
ating new, paths. 

The State hasnt posted “ehough'* 
signs indicating which trails are 
not to be used, leaving riders 
confused, Woiwode said. In the 
Lower Peninsula, off-road vehi- 
cle use is illegal unless a posted 
sign allows it. 


“This is a very difficult thing to- 


police,” she said. 
Woiwode said that when a

rider creates a trail, it creates a 
hospitable environment for an 
invasive species called the spot- 
ted knap weed that thrives in 
hard-packed dirt. 

“When you open roads, you 
create roads for this invasive 
species,” Woiwode said, 
‘Eventually, that's the only plant 
you see in the area.” 

Chris Morris, an enforcement 
officer in the DNR Gaylord 
office, said most of the area's vio- 
lations involve riders climbing 
hills and driving enEOUED wet- 
lands. 

“To them, the wetlands are 
meant for spraying mud and see- 


_ing how far they can go without 


getting stuck,” he said. "They 
love the wetlands."
